NEW FASHION IN JEWELRY. 


Every Pedestrian His Own. Trainer and 
Marker of Laps and Miles. 

The crowds of ladies one may meet of an 
afternoon upon any of the fashionable proim- 
enades, each one sointent upon an indefinite 
something (to be accomplished only by a 
measured stride and fixedness of expression) 
as to ignore the medailion-like, watch-shaped 
piece of jewelry that dangles temptingly from 
a buttonhole or pocket of her outer wrapping 
—all this means not that these many 
ladies have been concernedly or separately 
careless in the matter ofapparel, but that 
since everybody is bound by fashion to walk 
by laps or miles after what has happened in 
pedestrian matches recently, and since it is 
neither convenient nor healthy to sawdust 
everybody’s parlor, Yankee ingenuity has 
supplied the ‘long and widely-felt need’’ of 
measuring laps by an instrument that will 
record distance as accurately as a_ chro- 
nometer records time. The instrument 
that has suddenly, and, from a san- 
itary standpoint. wisely become _ the 
rage in jewelry—as the _ chatelaine fan- 
vlusp and handkerchief-holder have been for a 
few seasons past—is known as Tiffany’s 
American Pedometer, and was invented ‘by 
Benjamin 8S. Church. It resembles a lady’s 
watch, large size, and the cases are of white 
metal. The outer surface of the dial is mark- 
ed off by a circie for figures from 0 to Il, in- 
dicating miles. Within the outer circie are 
two smaller ones, with twenty-four heavy 
lines connecting them at different curvatures, 
These indicate both the miles and half-miles. 
Light lines and dotted lines are indented be- 
tween the heavy ones to indicate quarters and 
one-eighth miles. An additional heavy line,

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The Coroner’s Inquest on the Rumored 
Poisoning Case—Councilmen. 

The Coroner’s jury resumed the investiza- 
tion into the death of Harrison Cornwell to- 
day, who, it is said, was poisoned by bis wife. 
No very important facts were elicited. The 
first witness culled was Mrs. Sarah Stites. She 
had known Cornwell and his wife about six 
years. A short while before his death she 
called to see how Corfiwell was, when he ssid 
that he had just had a back-set. The 
night before he and his wife drank tea 
together. He felt a burning sensa- 
tion in his throat occasioned 
by the tea, while it did not affect her. Le as- 
cribed the reason to her being ina healthier 
condition. Mrs. Cornwell, when asked by the 
Witness concerning her husband's condition, 
said that the doctors did not think he would 
recover, and, if he did, they could sot live 
together, as he was very disagreeable. 

Mrs. Stites was shown dry tea by Mrs. Corn- 
well which contained smoking tobacco. After 
Cornwell’s death, his wife said that she had 
**put him away njcely,** for, if she hat not, 
the neighbors would speak of their disagree- 
ments. The witness had seen Dethloff and 
Mrs. Cornwell together. She had not heard of 
any irregularities of Mrs. Cornwell. 

Previous to his death Cornwell had been 
attended by Drs. Blank and Frazier, of St. 
Louis, and Dr. Fairbrother,of East St.Louis. 

‘The next witness called was Dr. Henry C. 
Fairbrother, who stated that he attended the 
sick man about two months before he died, 
and found him suffering from lung affegtion, 
und also a~few days before he died, for tte 
same disease. Cornwell told him that neigh- 
bors had recommended Frommer’s Extract of 
Malt, which made him sick. For death to fol- 
low so soon after he had seen the man the 
doctor thought was unusual, as his condition 
did not warrant the conelusion that death 
would ensue in twenty-four hours. 

The doctor stated that what he had pre- 
scribed would stop the pains and vomiting, of 
which the patient complained. From his con- 
dition a few hours before his death the doctor 
judged that Cornwell would live through the 
summer. While attending the man Mrs. 
Cornweil objected tothe use of opiates, but 
no attention was paidto ber.  Still:-the doetor 
did not know whether the prescription had 
ever been filled. 

Miss Mary Barlow was examined. She was 
at the house the morning after Cornwell died. 
she noticed that Dethloffand Mrs. Cornwell 
were together in the front room for about two 
hours anda half. She knew nothing about’ 
the character of either party. 

A number of other witnesses were examin- 
ed, but no facts of any great importance were 
brought out. 

The Joyce Council met this morning and re- 
duced the pay of several municipal oflicers. 
Appointments were made this afternoon for 
several offices.

General Grant Among the Descendants 
of Eastern Gods. 
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The ‘‘Man on Horseback” on an 
Elephant. 
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A Royal Oriental Reception 
and a Hioly Sacrifice. 


cial Correspondent of the New York 
Jerald who Travels with Gen. Grant. | 


JEYPORE, February 25, 1879.—Among In- 
dian princes there is none who stands better 
in the eyes-of the government than the Ma- 
harajah of Jeypore. Iam afraid none of us 
knew much about this noble prince, but wher- 
ever we went in India we were told we should 
goto Jeypore. The programme of the Gen- 
eral had not included this tour, but when we 
came to Allahabad, Sir George Couper made 
such an impression upon the General by his 
description of Jeypore that it was clear that 
unless we saw Jeypore we had seen nothing in 
India. Accordingly, our programme was re- 
vised; a ‘day was taken from Agra, 
a day from Delhi, a@ day from Cawn- 
pore, and so it became possible for us to 
come. So we took to reading about his High- 
ness, and learned several facts. The prince is 


thus inscribed in the chronicles: His High- 
ness Siramadi Rajahai Hindustan; Raj Rajen- 
der; Sri Maharajah Dhiraj Sewae, Sir Ram 
Singh Bahadur, Knight Grand Commander of 
the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. 
Hic enjoys a personal salute of twenty-one guns 
—the highest salute given to any Indian prince 
—given only to those who have been submis- 
sive and loyal to England or who have render- 
ed the Crown a distinguished service. He is 
commonly ealled Maharajah Ram Singh. When 
he wrote his name on his photograph he sign- 
ed simply Ram Singh. He is forty-four years 
ofage. His territory is 15,250 square miles, 
supporting a population of nearly two millions, 
and yielding a revenue of about $24.000,000 
annually. In the literature of India there are 
two poems—the ‘‘Iliad’’ and ‘‘Odys- 
sey’’ ~ of Hindostan—known as the 
‘*Mahabharata’’ and the ‘*‘ Ramayana. ’”’ 
MYTHOLOGICAL ANCESTRY. 

These poems tell of the exploits of princes of 
a lunarrace, and princes of a solar race. The 
great prince of the solar race was Rama. 
Rama was son of the King of Oude and an in- 
carnation of the Deity. A king who lived near 
him hada beautiful daughter. He promised 
to bestow this daughter upon the prince who 
could bend the bow with which the god Shiva 
had destroyed the other gods. Rama broke 
the bow and won the beautiful princess. 

fuma was to have ascended the throse. His 
father had among his wives one who was 
anxious for her sonto succeed, and she in- 
duced the father to banish Rama and give 
preference to her own son. This is worth 
noting as among the disadvantages of poly- 
gamy. So Rama wandered off. The King of 
Ce vion had a sister who fell in love with Rama 
and asked him to desert the beautiful princess 
for whom he had bent the ‘bow of the. gods. 
Rama disdained the overture and punished 
the lady by cutting off her ears and nose. Out 
of revenge a relative of the mutilated and 
despised ( ‘eylon princess was induced to carry 
away the beautiful wife of Rama. The mis- 
creant who performed this office, agnonster 
with ten heads ang twenty arms, came in the 
shape of a beggarand carried off the princess 
in his chariot “through the airtoCeylon, Rima 
raised an army and marched upon Ceylon. 

Battles were fought and the princess recov- 
ered, and her purity Was established by the 
ordeal of tire. This ordeal was witnessed 
bvihree hundredand thirty millions of gods, 
und the beautiful princess coming out un- 
scathed the poem ended in the happiness and 
triumph of Rama. . 

THE BLUE BLOOD OF HINDOSTAN. 

It is well to Know something about wour 
friends before you Visit them, and we rooted 
this information about Rama out of our histo- 
ries, because from Rama the Maharajah of 
Jeypore claims descent. He traces his own 
line back to 967, to Dhola Rai, and Dhola Rai 
Was thirty-fourth in descent from Rama. We 
hear a good deal about good blood and long 
descent oe Norman ancestors, but here is a 
prince whose line goes back nearly a thousand 
yenrs and then rises into the heavens ana 
claims the universe among its projenitors. 
Something’ must be allowed for Indian imazg- 
ination and the necessities of verse. But the 
poem which tells of the adventures of Rama 
und his princess is supposed to tell the 
story of the invasion of South- 
ern India “by the Aryans—one of 
the earliest events in Indian _ history. 
us a consequence the Maharajah of Jevpore 
may fairly rank among the most ancient fam- 
ilies in the world. Among his ancestors was 
Jai Singh ., a prince remarkable 
learning, expec ially in astronomy and mathe- 
matics. Jai Singh Il. founded the city of 
Je ypore. 
been a Warm friend of the English, 
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$500,000 in entertaining His Royal 
Highness. We left Agra about noon, the d: \y 

being warm and oppressive. Our ride.swas 

through a low, uninteresting country broken 

by runges of hills. The railway is narrow 

enuge, and, as 1 learned from one of the man- 

augers Who accompanied us, has proved a sue- 

cess, and strengthens the arguments in favor 

of the narrow gauge system. It was night be- 

fore we reached Jeypore. On arriving at the 

station the Maharajah was present with his 

Ministers, and the English fesident, 

Dr. Hendley, who acted in place 

of Colonel Beynon. As the Gren- 

eral descended, the Maharajah, who -wore the 

ribbon and star of the Order of India, ad- 

vanced and shook hands, welcoming him to 
his dominions. The Maharajah is a small, 

rather fragile person, with a serious,’almost a 

painful, expression of countenance, but an in- 

tcllivent, keen face. He looked like a man 
of sixty. His movements were slow, impas- 
sive —the movements of old age, This may 
be a mannerism, however, for on studying his 
face you could see that there is some youth in 
it. On his brow were the crimson émbleins 
of his caste—the warrior caste of Rajpootana. 
His Highness does not speak Enyzlish, al- 

though he understands it, and = our talk was 
Shrough aninterpreter. Afterthe exchange 
of. courtesies and afew moments’ conversa- 
tion the General drove off: tothe English res- 
ideneyv, 2ccoinpanied by a eompany 
of ‘Jevpore eavalry.

TI was told that the Indian 
und heavy apparel an advantage, and En- 
ishmen When hunting wore sporting dresses 
i the sane principle. Our drive through 
‘Ypore Was interesting from the fact that we 
vere how ina native city, under native rule. 
Teretofore the India we bad seen was India 
under Enclishmen; but Jerpore is sovereign 
with powerof life and death over his awn 
subjects. The city is purely Oriental, and is 
most picturesque and striking. There are 
iwoor three broad streets and one or two 
squares that would do no discredit to 
Paris. dhe architecture is Oriental, and 
as vill the bouses are painted after 
the same pattern in rose color, it gives 
you the impression that it) is all the same 
building. The streets had been cleaned and 
swept for our coming. and men, earrving 
ecatskins of water, were sprinkling it. Sol- 
diers were stationed at various points to 
salute, and sometimes the salute was accom- 
panied with a musical banging on various in- 
struments of the national air. The best that 
, Indi: acan do fora distinguished American is 
**God save the Queen.’’ [T was amused in 
Bombay. on the oceasion of a State dinner to 
jekeral Grant, at the distress of one of our 
‘jends at Government House  beeause his 
ind could not play any American national! 
r. ‘There was to be a toast to the country, 
id of coursé as the toast Was 
‘inking the band would play. 
it What to play? The **Star-

meant, as he does not know one tune from 
another, and believed, no doubt, with his 
English friends at Bombay, that the dance 
music was the real anthem. 
ASPECTS OF INDIAN LIFE, 

We note, as we drive through Jeypore, that 
there aré, gas lamps. This is a tremendous 
advance in civilization. One of the first 
things we heard in India was that in Jeypore 
lived a great prince, a most enlightened 
prince, quite English in his ideas, who had 
gas lamps in his streets. Wherever we 
stopped this was told us, until we began to 
think of the Maharajah notasa prince de- 
scended fram the gods, but a ruler who had 
gas lamps in his streets. We are told, also, 
that he has a theater almost ready. There is 
a troupe of Parsee players in town, who have 
come all the way from Bombay and are wait- 
ing to open it. The Maharajah was sorry that 
he could not show the General a play, 
hut his theater was not finished. What strikes 
us Vividly is notike gas in the streets or the 
theater, but the Indian aspect. Itis all so 
new and strange that the gas lainps seem to 
be out of place. These long streets of rose- 
colored houses, with turrets and veranidas and 
latticed windows, that look so warm and _ pic- 
turesque and glowing—this is what your fancy 
told you might be seen in India. The bazars, 
in which dealers are ¢ rouching, the holy men 
and ascetics covered with ashes, the maidens 
with green and scarlet drapery, carrying huge 
water pitchers on their heads, the beggars, 
the brown, naked children rolling in the earth, 
the ealico-covered soldiers, and the odd cos- 
tumes, the marks of rank and caste— 
from the holy Brahmin, who belongs 
to a sacred race, down to the’ water 
bearers and svcavengers-—all_ this new 
and strange. An attendant leads a cheetah 
along the street, and you shudder for a mo- 
ment at the idea ofa wild menagerie anima! 
being at large, hut you learn thatthe cheetah 
is quite a harmless animal when tamed and 
good for hunting. Wecome to the edge of 
the town, which ‘suddenly ends, and are ina 
valley. The hills are covered with a brown 
furze, which looks asifit would crackle and 
break under the Durning sun. The roads are 
lined with cactus, and the fields are divided 
by mud fences which would not last a week in 
eur rainy regions. We pass 
walled gardens with minarets. 
ladies of the Hindoo’ gentlemen’s 
may take their recreation, but 
life is seclusion. The camels pass us 
carrying heavy burdens and the tre: 2s are alive 
with monkeys. The monkey is a sacred ani- 
mal, and no Hindoo would take its life. Mon- 
keys skip over Walis and sit onthe trees and 
watch us as we pass. I do not know what 
would become of India with the monkey 
sacred protected animal but for the leopard. 
In a short time he would swarm over the land. 
Butthe leopard and other wild beasts keep 
him down. Wild peacocks swarm and beau- 
tify the hard brown hilis with their plumage. 
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were as plentiful on our road to Amber as 
sparrows onthe roadto Jerome Park. The 
hills are now and then crowned with castles, 
the strongholds of old chiefs who took to 
the cliff and the fastness for protec- 
tion in the days when might made right in 
India, the days before the Englishman came 
‘and put his strong hand upon “all these quar- 
reling races and commanded peace. We pass 
a lazy pool, in which alligators are lazily 
swimming, and on the banks are two or three 
wild pigs drinking the water. They are un- 
conscious of the murderous eve of the Colonel, 
who has come to Jeypore to add to the laurels 
of his laurei-laden house those of a pig sticker. 
The beating sun pours its rays.over you, and 
you shrink from it under the shade of your 
carriage and wonder how these lithe and 
brown Hindoos, who'run at your carriage 
wheels, can fight the sun. There is no air, no 
motion; and, now that we are out of Jevpore 
and away from the cool and freshened streets, 
all is parched and arid and dry. 
AN ELEPHANT RIDE. 

To go to Amber we must ride elephants. For 
after a few miles the hills come and the roads 
are broken and carriages are ofno value. We 
might go on horseback or on camels, but the 
Maharajah bas sent us his elephants, and here 
they are Waiting for us under a grove of man- 
go trees drawn up on the side of the road as 
ifto salute. The principal elephant wears a 
scarlet cloth as a special honor to the General. 
The elephant means authority in India, and 
when you wish to do vour guest the highest 
honor you mount him onanelephant. The Mi- 
harajah also sent sedan chairs for those of us 
who preferred an easier and swifter convey- 
ance. Mrs. Grant chose the sedan ehair and 
was swWitched..off atarapid pace up the 
ascending road by four Hindoo bearers. The 
pace at which these clrairs earried is a 
short, measured quickstep, so that there is no 
uneasiness to the vider.” The rest of us 
meunted the elephants. Elephant riding is it 
curiovs and not an unpleasant experience 
The animal is under perfect control, and ve "y 
often, especially in the’case of such a man as 
the ruler of Jeypore, has been for generations 
inthe sams family. Theclephantis underthe 
eare of adriver, called a muhoust. The mahout 
sits on the neck, or more properly the head, of 
the elephant, and guides him with a stick or 
at sharp iron prong, with whieh 
he strikes the animal on the top of the 
head. Between the elephant and mahout 
there are relations of affection. ‘The mahout 
lives with the elephant, gives him his food,

and each animal has ‘its own keeper. The 
huge creature becomes in time as docile as a 
kitten and will obey any order of the mahout. 
The elephant reaches a greatage. The one 
assigned to me had been sixty year; in the 
roval stables. It is not long since there died 
at Calcutta the elephant which carried War- 
ren Hastings when Governor-General of India 
—acentury ago. There are two methods of 
riding elephants. One is in a box like the 
four seats of a carriage, the other on a square- 
quilted seat. vour feet hanging over the sides, 
something like an Irish jaunting car. The 
first plan is good for hunting, but for comfort 
the second is the better. hen sc eame to our 
elephant the huge beast, at a -icnal from the 
mahout, slowly knecled. ‘Then a step ladder 
Was put against his side and we mounteil iato 
ourseats. Twoof the party were assigned to 
an clephant, and we sat in lounging fashion, 
back to back. There was room enough on 
the spacious seat to lie down and take a nap. 
W hen the elephant rises, which he docs two 
legs at atime, deliberate ly. you must hold on 
to the rail of your seat. Once on his. feet he 
sWings along ata slow, wobbling pace. The 
motion is an easy one, like that of a boatina 
lightsea. Intime, if vou goa long distance, 
it becomes very tiresome. Apparently you 
are as free as ina ecarriage or a_ railway ear. 
You can sit in any position or creep about 
from ane side to the other. jut the motion 
brings every part of the body into action, 
bending and swinging it, and [ could well see 
how aday’s long journey would make the 
body very weary and tired. 
lHE HOME OF AN INDIAN KING. 

We left the plain and ascended the hot,dus- 
ty hillto Amber. As we aseended the plain 
opened before us, and distance deadening the 
brown arid spaces only showed us the groves 
and walled gardens, and the greenness of the 
valley came “Upon us, came with jovousness 
and welcome as a memory of home, for there 
isno greenin india, and vou long = for a 
meadow or a rolling field of clover—long with 
the sense of thirst. ‘here was the valley and 
beyond the towers of Je ‘ypore, Which seemed 
toshimmer and tremble in the sun. We 
passed over ruined paths, crumbling into 
fragments. We passed small temples, some 
of them ruined, some with offerings of 
erain or tlowers or fruit, some with 
priests and people at worship. On the walls 
of some of the temples we saw the marks of 
the human hand as though it had been ste eped 
in blood and pressed against the white wall. 
We were told that it was the custom 
secking from the gods some benison to note 
the vow by putting the hand into a liquid and 
printing itonthe wall. This was to remind 
the god of the vow and the, prayer, and if it 

came in the shape of rain or ood de health or 
children, the joyous devotee returned to the 
temple and made other offerings—money and 
fruits. We kept our way, slowly ascending, 
winding sround the hill on whose crest was 
the palace of Amber. Mrs. Grant, with her 
couriers, had gone ahead, and, as our proces- 
sion oof elephants turned up the last 
slope and passed under the areh, we 
SW the lady of our expedition 
high up ata lattice window waving her hand- 
kerehief, The courtyard was open and spa- 
clous, and, entering, our elephants knelt and 
we came down. We reached the pal: wee While 
worship was in progress at the tempt Dr. 
Hendley told us that we were in thane | to take 
part in the services and to see the priest offer 
upakid, Every day inthe yearin. this tem- 
plea kid is offered up as a propitiation for 
the sins of fhe M: tharajah. The temple was 
little more than a room inthe palace—a pri- 
vate chapel. At one end wasa platform raised 
afewinebes from the ground and covered 
over. Onthis platform were the images of 
the gods—of the special god—I think it is 
Shiva, Whom His Highness Worships. On 
this pot Iwill not speak with certainty, for 
In & mythology embracing several mil- 
lions -“ rods one is = 
to become bewildered. Whatever the god, the 
worship Was in full progress, ani there was 
the kid ready for sacritice. We entered the 
inclosure and stood with our hats off. There 
were a half dozen worshippers crouching on 
the ground. Onevf the attendants held the 
kid while the priest sat crouching over it, read- 
ing from the sacred books, and in a half hum- 
ming, half whining chant blessing the sacri- 
fice, and as he said each prayer putting some 
spice or oil onits head. The poor animal 
licked the crumbs as thev fell about it, quite 
unconscious of its holy fate. Another attend- 
ant took a sword and held it before the priest. 
Ile read some prayers over the sword and 
consecrated it. Then the kid was carried to 
the corner, where there was a small heap of 
sand or ashes and a gutter to carpy away the 
blood. The priest continued his prayers, the 
kid’s head was suddenly drawn down and 
with one blow severed from the body. The | 
viriue of the sacrifice consists in the head fal- 
ling at the first blow, and so expert do the 
priests become that at some of the great sacri- 
lices, where buffalo are offered up in expia- 
tion of the princely sins, they will take off the 
buffalo’s head with one stroke-of the sword. 
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home'of an Indian king in the days when India 
was ruled by her kings anda Hastings and a 
Clive had not come to rend and destroy. The 
Maharajah has not quite abandoned it. He 
comes sometimes tothe great feasts of the 
faith, and a few apartments are kept for him. 
His rooms were ornamented with looking- 
glass decorations, with carved marble Which 
the artisan had fashioned into tracery so deli- 
cate that it looked like !acework. What 
strikes youin this oriental decoration is its 
tendency te light, bright, lacelike gossamer 
work, showing infinite pains and patience in 
the doing, but without any special value as a 
real work of art. The general effect of ‘these 
decorations is agreeable, but all is 
done for effect... There is no such honest, se- 
rious work as you see inthe Gothic cathedrals, 
or even inthe Alhambra. One is the expres- 
sion of a facile, sprightly race, fond of the 
sunshine, delighting to repeat the caprice of 
nature in the eurious and quaint; the other 
has a deep, earnest purpose. ‘This is an im- 
agination which sees its gods in every form—in 
stones and trees and beasts and creaping things, 
in the stars above, in the snake wriggling 
through the hedges—the other sees only one 
God, even the Lord God Jehovah, who made 
the heavens and the earth, and will come to 
judge the world at the last day. As you wan- 
der through the courtyards and ch: ‘albert of 
Amber the fancy is amused by the character 
of all thatsurrounds you. Thereis noluxury. 
All these kings wanted was air and sunshine. 
They slept on. the floor. The chambers of 
their wives were littke more than cells built 
instone. Here are the walls that surrounded 
their section of the palace. There are no Win- 
dows looking into the outer world, only a 
thick stone wall pierced with holes slanting 
upward, sothat if a curious spouse looked 
out she would see nothing lower than the 
stars. Amber is an immeuse palace, and 
could quite accommodate a rajah with a court 
of a thousand attendants. 

There were some beautiful views from the 
terrace, ind we sat in the shade between the 
columns and looked into the valley beyond, 
over Which the sun was streaming in midday 
splendor. Weshould like to have remained, 
but our elephants had been down to the water 
to Jap themselves about and were now return- 
ing refresbened to bear us back to Jeypore. 
We had only giyen ourselves a day for the 
town, and we had to return the eall of the 
Prince, which is a serious task in Eastern eti- 
quette. Mr. Borie was quite beaten 
down and used up by the sun and 
the wobbling, wearisome elephant ride, 
but we succeeded in persuad- 
ing. him to make the descent in a chair as Mrs. 
Grant had done. There was something which 
did violence to Mr. Borie’s republican spirit 
in the idea of being carried about in a chair 
when there were elephants to ride, and it was 
only upon pressure that we managed to mount 
himinbis chair. While Mr. Borie and Mrs. 
Grant were off swinging and lolling down the 
hill the rest of us took a short cut among 
the ruins, leaping from stone to stone, watch- 
ing the ground carefully we Went to see 
that we disturbed no coiled and sleeping co- 
bra. until we came upon our huge and tawny 
brutes and were wobbled back to our car- 
riages and in our carriages to town.

For twelve 
long years we have strugyled with poverty. 
We only ask to be let alone—allowed to live in 
our poverty and die in peace.

Brutal Case of Beating. 

Monday morning is always a busy day in the 
Police Court,and this morning's session prov- 
ed noexception tothe rule. There were any 
amount of black and faces, together 
With swelled heads, from vesterday’s de- 
bauchery. One of the most revolting cases 
on the docket was that of Frank Myers, who 
was charged with kicking the life neatly out 
of a miserable creature named Nellie Grant. 

ie was placed upon the Witness stand, 
but seemed very reticent about = saving 
wpything that would injure the man’s case. 
He had lived with heron Almond, near Sec- 
ond street, ahd she admitted that till vester- 
day, when the man. was lodged in jail, she 
bed earned bread for both by living a life of 
shame. Although he had neari¢ killed her 
she, like Naney Sykes, swore that *‘she would 
never go back on him.’’ Her face was badly 
bruised and her left eve was the color. 
of indigo. Her ieft arm hung helpless 
in a sling and she acknowledged that it was 
terribly injured, while the kicks which she had 
received in the bréast had eaused her to vomit 
blood. Prosecuting Attorney Erskine, secing 
that he could get no. satisfactory account of 
the quarrel from the woman, called 
Lillie Morris tothe stand. She testified that 
on Saturday afternoon about four o’clock she 
had heard cries ot **murder,’’ **help,*’ ete., 
and rushing into Nellie’s room, found the lat- 
ter lying on the floor and Mvers standing over 
and kicking her with his boots. ‘*l never 
suaWananimal treated as bad that man 
treated Nellie.’ ’said Miss Morris, adding,‘ *ev- 
ery time he drew blood he laughed as though 
it vuve him great satisfaction. When I told 
him to stop beating the woman he threw sev- 
eral pots and pans atime, but, seeing that I 
persisted in holding my ground, he picked up 
ahatehet and would have followed me into 
my room with it had I not been too quick for 
him aud turned the kev in the lock before he 
resched the door. To all this evidence the 
prisoner made no answer but satas sullen as 
abull-dog. Atthepgpening of the case he 
had pleaded guilty to the charge. City Attorney 
Erskine thought the highest tine ought to be 
Imposed in the case. His Honor thought 
too, but was alsg of the opinion that the pur- 
ishment ought to be greater than that which 
he was allowed by law to inflict, mamely, six 
months in the Penitentiary.
